Handicap is

convenient ward we have borrow ­ 
ed from the language of sport. In 
a running race some homes 
have 
to carry a heavier 
weight 
than 
others. 
In a foot race some con­ 
testants are given 
a few 
yards 
start. 
The weight or the 
s ta rt is 
the handieap. 
A boy who cannot hear is handi­ 
capped by deafness, one who can- 
n>‘. see by blindness. 
So neither 
of them has a fair chance among 
children who can see and 
hear. 
Our good State is determined that 
every child shall go to 
school, so 
it provides special schools 
for the 
Blind and Deaf. 
And as a blind or 
deaf boy or girl has a hard job in 
learning a trade afte r he leaves 
sch >ol, the State tries to give him 
one before he leaves. 
That this 
i- being done is proved 
by

fact that if you visit an Almshouse 
you will find few blind and no deaf 
there, purely because of their lack­ 
ing one of the five senses.
